XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 40.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August and September, 1920. 


Jvly.—The opening week of the month of July wus characterised by a continuance of the wet 
weather that prevailed in June. Two rainstorms swept throughout the whole country from Onslow 
Southward, bringing good falls to the agricultural districts, but only light showers to the Goldfields. 
From the 6th onward the depressions gradually lost in activity, and, although the weather remained 
unsettled and showery until the 20th, no further heavy rain occurred. The remainder of the month 
was fne throughout, save for a very brief break on the 26th, when a rapidly moving depression 
brought some light coastal and agricultural showers. : 

A slight thundery tendency hung over the tropics from the 14th to 21st, the resultant gaugings 
accounting for small excesses over the inland districts of the Kimberley. 

In the extreme South-West corner and along the South Coast, where showers persisted. long 
after fne weather had become established elsewhere, the month’s totals were also above the average. 
Elsewhere, except for a few isolated agricultural stations, deficiencies were general. They varied 
greatly in amount ; in the Eastern districts Kellerberrin showed a defect of only 20 points, while 
at Cunderdin the total was 1-44 inches below normal. Over the goldfields they were for the most 
part very slight. 


Auguet.—Over the greater part of the State the August rainfall was decidedly in excess of the 
average. In the West and South-West Coastal and agricultural districts in particular the rain was 
practically incessant from the Ist to the 21st, the heaviest downpours occurring on the 6th and 7th 
and 14th and 15th. A week of fine weather then intervened, but another general rainfall marked 
the closing days of the month. As a result, large excesses above normal were recorded at most of 
the centres included in these districts. The few exceptions that were noted all occurred in the extreme 
Eastern agricultural areas, where three or four stations reported totals only a few points above normal. 
In the Metropolitan area the excesses rose to 4-30 inches at Perth and 5-33 inches at Mundaring, 
and over 5 inches at other stations on the Darling Range, but the largest divergence from the average 
was one of 5-45 inches at Dandarragan. In the agricultural districts some of the most marked excesses 
were 2-57 inches at Carnamah, 3-37 at New Norcia, and 2-54 at Wagin, while very few stations recorded 
totals less than an inch above normal. 

On a number of days rain extended to the Gascoyne and Murchison and to the Coolgardie Goldfield. 
Totals over the former areas ranged from 0-30 inches above the average at Winning Pool to 1-29 inches 
above at Cue. Some good excesses were also met with over the Northern and Western portions of 
the Coolgardie Fields, but on the Eastern fringe, and also along the South Coast, the rainfall was light 
and patchy, and, in consequence, defects were common. 

Very littlerain reached the tropies, but as August is usually a dry month, the few light gaugings ef- 
fected in the West Kimberley on the 26th and 27th sufficed to exceed the average at a few stations. 


September.—The outstanding feature of the rainfall of the month of September was the exceptionally 
pronounced activity of two rainstorms of tropical origin in the second week, with which the bulk 
of the registrations for the month were associated. 

The first commenced to affect the tropics on the 7th and passed quickly through the interior 
of the State, but so far to the Eastward that gaugings of importance were confined chiefly to the Eastern 
fringe of the Goldfields. Its subsequent progress Eastward was marked by widespread rains in all 
the Eastern States. 

The second storm first broke over the Gascoyne, and extended its influence rapidly over practically 
the whole State, moderate to heavy falls being fairly general South from Port Hedland on the 11th 
and 12th. Although it followed a seaward track, its closed cyclonic character was plainly shown on 
the isobaric charts, and upon reaching the Eastern States it produced an even more extensive rainfall 
than its predecessor—in fact, the whole of Australia, with the exception of a strip of Northern coast- 
line, was affected during its passage. : 

Although little rain of consequence fell apart from these two storms, a few heavy but isolated 
thunderstorms in the Kimberley served to bring that district into line with the North-West localities, 
where the month’s totals were generally in excess. The Gascoyne Coast, the Eastern edge of the Gold- 
fields, and the South-East Coast also showed excesses, but elsewhere deficiencies were almost universal. 
At most of the agricultural localities they varied from a few points to half an inch, but on the 
Coast they were heavier, ranging up to three inches at Jarrahdale, Light showers were frequent in 
the opening weeks, but did not add materially to the gaugings of the 8th-12th. After the latter date 
fine weather was broken only by two transient coastal disturbances on the 23rd and 28th.
